HISTORICAL READINGS, Yo, 2.

Placed in & nwrow, but fertile valloy—
enclosed by inhospitable deserts—having a
population sctive and indostrions, who,

whiie not east off from intercourse with

other nations, wereof necessity thrown close
together, and fixed ‘in residence, from the

natural richness of the countey being always
able to support a large clam who did not
depend on immediate exortion for subsistence
posseasing thus, these prime requisites of
civilization, close population, fixednes of
nbode, and wealth, we shomld expect Egypt
to have arrived at a high state of cultivation.
8o it was in fact. Every new source of in-
formation on this subject, opened up to us,

confirms the opinion, that she was not only
among the earliest, but among the most ad-

vanced of the nations of the Ancient World.

Before the Hellenic trites occupied the

shores of the Meditterranean ; when Western

Eorope was inhabited only by a fow rode

and scattered tribes; its lands untilled ; its

seas untruversed ; its geographical position

almost unknown, a refined and scientifie peo-
ple, in the valley of the Nile, enjoyed the
blessings of high social and political civiliza-

tion. Proud of her antiquity and wisdom,

Egypt mid to Creece, " Ye Greeks are but

children; mowhere among you is there a

knowledge of Antiquity. You have no an-

cient belief; no wisdom grown venerable by

age.” Greece never disputed the high claims
of the venerable Egypt.  There, her wisest

sages, her law-givers, and poels were accus-

tamed to repair, and deemed their education

imperfect, if they had not visited the snored

templesat Memphis and at Theber. So of
Thales, Pythagorai, Plato, and other eminent

men of ancient Greece, repaired to Egypt as

to the primal fountof wisdom. To it the

Greeks said, they were indebted for the first

rudiments of their matbematieal and physi-

cal sciences. As in Indin, and even more
exclusively so in Egypt, all sclentific know-

ledgo was confined to the sacred caatej not

merely astronomy and mathematics, but
printing, scnlpture, and medicine. How far
they muy have advanced in these several

branehes, we may not know with certainty.

Of this we are nssured that their scientific

knowledge wns notsuperior to that of Greece.
Though the philosophers of the latter coun-

tey ever mentioned Egypt with gratitude and

veneration, il is not to be supposed, that
Grecee was therefore inferior to the more

ancicutly civilized eountry, Of some very

clementary parts of mathematics, the Bgypt-

ians, we know were ignoraat, and in this

branch of pure gcience, the Greeks made de-

cided progress,

The Fgyplians must have been very early

acquninted with the science of astronomy,

This science, from its connéxion with life,

agriculture, and commerce, from the changes

in the appearance of the heavens, and in the

scasons, early attracts the atiention of a peo-

pie in any degree cultivated. Dopendent so

much as they wero upon the inundations of
their river, an carly attention to astronomy,

was forced upon the Egyptinns, Their

Pyramida weie bullt with Treference to the

four cardinal points of the compass, and bear

other indications of their acquaintance with

the phenomenn of the heavens. On the

mighty temple st Dendera, in Upper Egypt,

a complete Zodlae was sculptured. We have

sccounts of eclipses observed about the time

of the settlement of Bgypt in Cagnan, Be-

fore this, probably some hundreds of years,

their Pyramids had been veared, and the

Scriptures represent them as n highly cultl-

vated people, The astronomical divisions of
the year were known to them. They dis-

covered the planets. They koew that the

meon turns on its axiwas she revolves round|
the earth, and they calculated thal ter mass
must be to that of the earth, nicne to seventy

two. They invented aléo, an instrument
like our agtrolable, for observing the altitede

ofthe sun and stars.  The system of astrono.
wy which they adopted, before that of Plo-
lemy eame into reception, was, that the earth

was the centre around which revolved the
moon, the san, (of which Mercury and

Venus, were but satellites,) Mars, Jupiter,

Saturn, aud the sphere of the tixed stars

That their mechanical skill was greal we
know. The remalus of temples, obelisks,
palaces, and catacombe, in Upper and Middle
Egypt, place this beyond controversy.
Everywhere we moet with abundant evideace
of their skill and genius, They dug an im-
wense lake for the purpose of lerigating the
country of Middie Egypt.  They had aoque-
ducts and canale. They erected tomples
of an immense size, and excavaled others
equally capacious cut of thesolid mountaios.
Btone temples of great size they could move
from place to place, and in their buildings
there were blocks of warble and stooe 5o
large, that modern architects confess there
inability te raise them to the places they
still occupy.

T the wseful arts, Bgypt probally excelled
any omtion of antiguity. ledeed they st
tined a perfection that we could not have
Imagined possible, considering their appli-
eatices nnd the early perfod at which they
jived, did not the loarned and patient re-
search of scientific travellers in collectiog
the irrcsic tible testimony of thelr monuments
place the matter beyond guesiion. The
skl in Bre lioen snd broidered work ascrib-
ed 1o them by the Prophet Eaekiel, (xxv11.)
wodern discoveries have showato be desery-
ed. Weflod in thelr ruins, paintings re-
presenting them in sl deparuments of the
social arts, cardiog, weaving, dyeing, printing
the colors with blocks, somelimes loter-
woaving with olber textures, threads of ll.

ghnes, In the temple of Jupiter Ammon,
there wia an otellsk sixty feet high, of eme-
rald, according to Pliny ; in reality of glas,
stained in imitation of emerid.

From fucts like these made Known 1o us,
not in the ¢bacure intimations of facts, but
revenled by their own monuments, now
yielding to modern research, treasures of
knowledge, which for thonsandasof years had
been buried in silence and forgetfuloes, we
learn that Egypt wns not only acquainted
with pure science and mechanica, but had
arrived at a high degree of refinement.
Many of the arts of social and refined life
that we think peculiar to curselves, were not
only known to 1hem, but sometimes caltivat.
ed with a ekill that we cannot surpass.

That great progress should be made in the
handicraft trades, both by Egypt and India,
is not surprising, when we remember the
peculinr institutions of these countries which
assigned, not merely particular employments
to the different castes, but made ceriain trades
and professions hereditary in partienlar fili-
lies. The whole atteution nnd experience of
each one had especial reference te that depart-
ment whieh way axclusively his, and which
he was to transmit to his offspring. Im-
provement and ekill must necessarily be the
result of this In dyeing, in the production
of the needle and loom, as well as in the art
of working metals, they attained great per-
feetion. But when we have mentioned this,
we have imentioned nearly all the good effects
that conld flow from euch a system, The
division into castes might secure gkill in
execution, but would dnmp euterprise, crush
the efforts of individual genius, keep their
institutiona permancut, and hinder inter-
conrse with foreign nations. It would ever
be an obstacle to great uational refinement,
and we may safely say, that it was forever
impossible for any nation, when the blight-
ing influence of such an institution prevailed
to altain the position of & great, free, and
enlightened people. 1t was probably owlog
to thiz, as much as any other cause, that
Egypt, early and advanced ns her civiliza-
tion wes, exerted » much less permanent
influence on other nations than many smaller
countries. After the time of Besostria, until
600 B. C,, she had but little intercourse with
foreign nations. Had sbe remained in ex-
istence atill, uninvaded by foreign conquer-
ore, and observing the same palicy, she would
have made ss little advance, as in the same
time, bas been made by Indis, China, or
Japan.

Such were the earliest contres of civiliza-
tion, Indin and Egypt, Buch praise as we
bave given them, Is their due. Barbarism
now covers most of their early eulighten-
ment.  Their ancient glory Is gone, It was
confined, aud of necessity must have been
s0. A new race more vigorons and enter-
prising—in which the noble elements of
bumanity ure more developed—succeeds and
takes the lead in social and scientifie refine-
ment. We regand them with interest, with
veneration, for they were & people, highly
gifted, refined and who felt the varied im-
pulses of 1ife, acted and were renowned when
the history of other greal nations was lost
in the dim twilight of remote olscurity,
But if we regard them wilh interest, it is not
without a certain feelingof awe. Tous they
are cold and gloovmy—too exclusive and ar-
tifical in their armngement for our sym-
pathy—too fur removed from us in time, in
dispositon in habits of life for our uffections,
We wrn from them, without reluctance, to
contemplate snother people, nest to Egypt,
in the history of civilization, and soperior to
bher in fts extent—a people with whose
genios and manner of life we can beller
sympathize, and to whose scientific culiure
we are most indebted. w.

It is reported that Messra, Hurper & Bros,
hiave ordered a whole ship load of white
paper from Belglom. Ticknor & Field, Bos
ton, have ordered 5000 reams o London: It
was tatimated that at present prices good
book nud newspaper can be delivered in New
York, all duties and expenses io: luded, at
three-quarters the price of American paper of
the same grade. Another estimate makes
the difference in favor of * foreign paper ten

cent. instead of tweoly-five per cent.”
t is eertainly demonstra that paper can
be imported at cheaper rates than our paper
makers ure demanding.  Mr. Bennelt, of the
New York Hernld, told us that be was im-
porting good news paper at fifteen conts per
pound, whereas the American puper makers
were churging twenty-8ve centa for the same
quality.
